APPEAL IN ADMINISTRATION 
CASE ORDER. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
ITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
" - -MURNAGHAN.) : 
The hearing commenced of an appeal by 
the plaintiff in the case of O’Mahony, de- 
ceased, Attorney-General v. Moloney and 
others from the order of Mr. Justice 
Meredith, made in the action on the 30th 
Jaly last. The plaintiff sought an order 
that the whole of the judge s order might be 
discharged, and that the application of the 
defendants, John Moloney and William 
Dalton, executors of the deceased, might be 
dismissed, with costs. 
e grounds of the appeal were that the 
order appealed against was premature, inas- 
much as the Examinér’s certificate, in pur- 
suance of the primary order made in the 
action on the 13th of October, 1926, had not 
been completed or signed, nor had it been 
found of what the property of the testatrix 
consisted, or to what incumbrances the 
same was subject, and that the sale of the 
remises described im the first part of the 
rst schedule to the said order was at an 
inadequate price. 
The. action; it appeared, was brought for 
adminstration of the estate of the late Mrs. 
O'Mahony, of Cahir, Go. Tipperary. The 
property, the principal subject oí the htigation, 
apparently consisted of two houses situate 
in the Square, Cahir, one of which was in 
occupation of William Irwin, as a yearly 
tenant. and the other in the occupation of 
the deceased woman, and her son Patrick 
survived her, but subsequently died. These 
premiees, with other property, were devised 
y the deceased woman upon trust to the 
defendants, the executors in trust to apply 
the income and profits for the benefit of her 
son during his life: and any residue that was 
leit at the time of his death was to be 
applied for the benefit of the Roman Catholic 
poor of Cahir. KAS 
Subsequently the plaintiffs brought an 
action to have the trusts of the will carried 
out under the direction of the Court, and the 
order now appealed against was afterwards 
made in that action. 
The further hearing was adjourned.

In the case of Haughton-Butcher, manu- 
facturing chemists, 88 and 89 High Holborn, 
London, W.C. 1, against Thomas Lavery, 
“ Central Studios,” 13 North Earl street, 
Dublin, photographic artist, the defendant, 
by way of appeal, applied for an order dis- 
charging an order made by Mr. Justice 
Hanna, dated 18th January Jast, giving the 
plaintifis liberty to sign judgment for £32 
ás, 4d., for goods alleged to have been sold 
and delivered by the plaintiffs to the defen- 
dant at his request in the years 1926 and 
1927, and refusing the defendant’s applica- 
tion to transfer the action to the Cuirouit 
Court. The defendant also sought an order 
refusing the plaintiffs’ application for judg- 
ment, and transferring the action to the 
Circuit Court with costs. 
Mr. John Bartley (instructed by Messrs. 
Little, O hUadhaigh and Proud) appeared for 
the appellant and defendant; and Mr. M. UC. 
Walker iéanmac by Messrs. Philip W. 
Base and Co.) for the respondents and 
plaintiffs. 
It was stated by Mr. Bartley that there 
were two objections made at the hearing of 
the motion for final judgment. The first 
objection was thet the affidavit on which the 
application was grounded was absolutely de- 
fective, because it did not contain the vame 
of the deponent at all, which was necessary 
ander the new rules—Order 15, Rule 1. The 
second objection was that an agreement 
entered initio between the parties to 
pay the balance due had not been 
varried out. The defendant had agreed 
to pay £3 down and £2 a month or 
10s. a week, and the plaintiffs who had 
agreed to forbearance when default had 
occurred had not, he submitted, complied 
with the agreement; while the defendant 
had. by paying £2 a month, as he undertook 
to do. 
Mr. Walker submitied that the point raised 
aliout the affidavit was a highly technical one, 
which might have been obviated if the case 
had been properly placed before the Master 
in the first instance. He also submitted that 
Mr. Bartley’s interpretation of the forbear- 
ance agreement was not the true one. When 
he brought the action, he said, he admitted 
that £3 had been paid on account, and he 
only asked for jadgment for £29 os. 4d. His 
clients had treated the defendant well far 
some. time, and the defendant was now seek- 
ing to take advantage of that. 
he Court dismissed the appeal with costs. 
heing unanimously of opinion that the objes- 
tions raised with reference to the alleged 
defective affidavit aud the agreement for 
forbearance could not affect the decision of 
Mr. Justice Hanna in the Court below. 
The Chief Justice explained the nature of 
procedure under the new rules, which he con- 
sidered as an improvement for litigants com- 
pared with the old procedure; and having 
pointed out certain irregularities in the pro- 
ceedings in this case, he said that he was of 
opinion that the judgment should be given 
to the plaintiffs without costs, and that the 
defendant must pay the cost of the appeal. 
Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan concurred. 
The appeal, es stated, was accordingly dis- 
missed with costs.

not allowed to take place until proceedings 
were brought in the high Court on January 
20 Jast. 
.. Randall replied that on December 20 
a letter was addressed to the defendant's 
solicitor giving him permission to inspect any 
particular document in the possession of wit- 
ness, and on January 22 last al] the documents 
in his custody were placed at the disposal of 
Mr. Duggan and his solicitor, who were 
given every facility for taking copies of them. 
Those copies were taken, and a number of 
persons were employed for the purpose, 


ADJUSTMENTS. , 
In reply to further questions, witness said 
that he had never denied that adjustments 
had been made in Mr. Duggan’s accounts. 
Mr. Wood asked was it not so frequent to 
have adjustments in these betting accounts 
that there was a ‘‘Roneo”’ form in the 
Revenue Office gor the purpose. 
Witness admitted that there was such a 
form. 
_ When pressed by Mr. Wood to say whether 
it was a formal matter throughout Dublin, at 
any rate, to make adjustments “week in, 
week out,” witness said that he could not 
testify to that. 
Mr. Wood said that his object was to show 
that errors had been adjusted from time to 
time down to a date as late as November 
last, and was proceeding to examine witness 
as to the number of bookmakers in Dublin 
and the total amount of duty which the 
Revenue Commissioners collected as betting 
duty, when 
The Justice intervened and ruled the ques- 
tions out, as he did not think that they 
affected the credit of the witness. 
Mr. Wood asked whether a bookmaker was 
entitled to a refund from time to time, and 
whether, as a matter of fact, the only refund 
thet Mr. Duggan had received in two years 
was the munificent sum of £11 for bad á bts. 
Witness said that he could not swear to 
the exact amount, but he knew that Mr. 
Duggan had claimed a refund.

Mr. McCann objected to the expression. 
Mr. Wood substituted the term “' police 
associated with the Revenue.” 

The Justice advised him that it was better 
to leave the police out. 

In further reply, witness admitted that 
there had not been a report received from 
any of these Revenue people on which was 
founded a summons in respect of any one ol 
Mr. Duggan’s racecourse transactions up to 
December 3 last. 

At the conclusion of his examination Mr 
Randall, in the course of a personal explana 


tion, said that he had been charged with 
being actuated by venom and malice towards 
Mr. Duggan. o denied that allegation. 


He came there, he said as a public servant 
to discharge a public duty and had only 
done so. 

Mr. Frederick Williams, an official of the 
Royal Bank of Ireland, identified a docu- 
ment containing the signature of Mr, Duggan 
authorising one Charles W. Bigger to 
transact banking business on his (Mr. 
Duggan’s) behalf. He also identified other 
documents signed by Mr. Duggan. 

' In cross-examinsation, the witness said that 
it was not his practice to disclose the ‘private 
documents of the bank’s clients when called 
upon to do so as a matter of course. In this 
instance he was merely giving evidence in 
accordance with the summons he had received 
from the State, and he saw nothing wrong 
or dishonest about it. 

Mr. P. A. Mullen, an officer of the 
Customs and Excise, gave detailed. evidence 
regarding Mr. Duggan’s accounts with the 
Revenue Commissioners. 

The hbaring was adjourned to two o'clock 
on Thursday.

FRAUDS ON DUBLIN 
SHOPS. 

HARD LABOUR SENTENCE 
FOR WOMAN. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Kathleen Stoney pleaded guilty to obtain- 
ing by false pretences goods to the total value 
of about £40' from Méssrs. Yeats and Son, 
Elvery and Co., Dixon and Hempenstal, 
Hely's Ltd., Stokes and Son, and Millar 
and Beatty, Dublin. The articles comprised 
opera glasses, motor gloves, binoculars, dress- 
ing cases, & gold watch and a clock. The 
goods were obtained by the defendant on 


the false pretence that she was the wife of 
a Doctor Stoney. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, said that 


twelve months ago the prisdner was sen- 
tenced for a similar class of offence.

BURNING OF SWORDS 
COTTAGES. 


ARSON CHARGE. FAILS. 


An aged man, Owen O'Brien, was charged 
with having on January 5 last maliciously se 
fire to three dwellinighouses at Malahide road, 
Swords, Couhty Dublin. 

Accused man was undefended. 

Thomas Long stated that he lives at Mil- 
ton House, Swords. His sister had some 
house property in Swords, including three 
thatched oe On January 5 last, be- 
tween 1 and 2 a.m., witness received a re- 
port and went to the village of Swords. The 
hree housés were then on fire, and there was 
a crowd there, including Civic Guards, en- 
deavouring to put out the fire. There were 
me aged people in the houses, and they 
ad been rescued. 

Guard Michael Lee said that when arrested 
the prisoner admitted having set fire to the 
houses. 

The accused man said that he was inno- 
cent. of the crime. 
The jury found the 


prisoner not guilty, 
and he was discharged. 


WANTED TO BE A FILM 
ACTOR. 
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YOUNG DUBLIN MAN DUPED. 
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Shiray was introduced through the medium 
ofa woman rejoicing in the name of “ Mrs. 
Phantom,’ to whom the accused man intro- 
duced him. Cohen represented to Shiray 
that he had extraordinary influence both here 
and in London in the film business, and that 
he would undoubtedly bring fame to himself, 
and perhaps to this country, as a film actor. 
As time went on the accused man had ob- 
tained from Shiray the bulk of his fortuno 
on the promise of placing him in the film 
world. Later the prisoner went to London. 
Shiray discovered this, got into touch with 
him, and received a wire, purporting to come 


from Cohen, calling him to London to the 
stage. He went to London, and found Cohen 
awaiting him on the platform at Euston. 


Shiray had then £20 in his possession, but 
this money all went in hotels. They then 
found Shiray, without money, walking about 
the streets of London He eventually managed 
to get back to Dublin, and got into touch 
with the police, who secured the return of 
Cohen to Dublin. 


“A YOUNG HERO.” 


Shiray then gave evidence in support of 
Mr. Carvrigan’s statement, and said that he 
understood he was to get “a small part as a 
film actor at a fairly decent salary.’’ He 
understood that his part would be that of 
‘‘a young hero.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Carrigan—What steps did he take, o 
say he would take, to turn you into a voung 
hero’—He did not tell me exactly how he 
was going to turn me into a hero. (Laughter ) 

Continuing, witness said that he went te 
the Plaza with Cohen, who introduced him te 
some friends as “a film actor.’ (Laughter.) 
He got a wire from Cohen subsequently from 
London, and went to London, and paid for 
lodging tor Cohen and himself there. He 
altogether advanced Cohen £59, but never 
got the position which he expected. 

Detective Officer Wyer said that on Novem- 
ber 3 last the prisoner came to the Detective 
Office and surrendered. There had been a 
Warrant issued for his arrest. When charged 
and cautioned he said, *‘! got about £15.”’ 

Maurice Cohen, the prisoner, said that in 
August last he met Shiray. He had been 
told that Shiray had been employed by the 
Fox Film Company. He saked Shiray if 
he had done any film work, and he replied 
that he had been to London, but had not 
been successful. They then went to the 
Plaza, and had dances and tea. On the 
following day they went to the Plaza, and 
witness said that he had a song which he 
wanted to publish, and that he wanted money. 
Shiray gave him £10 in order to get to 
London to try and get work. Shiray asked 
him if he met him in London would he be 
able to introduce him to the film business, 
and witness said that he did not know much 
about it, but that he would introduce him to 
agents. Shiray said that his mother would 
not let him go, and then they arranged that 
witness should send him a telegram. Witness 
met him in London and paid for his own 
lodgings. He was never a director of pic- 
tures. He got £15 altogether from Shiray.

There 
is, indeed, the suggestion that it is a 
dramatised version of the ‘‘Guide,”’ in 
which ‘‘the apple cart’’ of the social 
system in which all our fruit is carried 
will be mercilessly upset. One thiny is 
quite certain—G. B. S. himself has said 
it!—the politics and economics of this 
generation will be severely handled when 
the cart upsets. 

It is probable that Sir Barry Jackson 
will have all his available seats in the 
theatre at Malvern booked out long before 
the date of production, and this play 
alone is likely to make his drama festival 
a great success. It is said that G. B. S.

because he was the only producer who 
would stage “ Back to Methusaleh.’’ This 
Sir Barry has done very successfully both 
in Birmingham and London. It is not 
at all improbable, however; that ‘‘ The 
Apple Cart ” may be staged in New York

ACeteoric Phenomena. 


February is not a very notable month 
for meteor showers, but fireballs are 
occasionally seen which make up, as it 
were, by their individual brilliancy for 
the average paucity of ordinary shooting 
stars. During the first half of the month 
among the days deserving special. mention 
are the 6th and 12th. On both of these 
dates there are meteoric maxima in the 
early evening, followed by secondary ones 
about midnight, but the largest maximum 
occurs near noon on the lóth. On the 
19th there is also a good deal of meteoric 
intensity with large maxima at 1.45 p.m. 
and 4 p.m. and about midnight. The 
next date of importance is the 25th, when 
maxima occur at 2 p.m. and 8 p.m. There 
are also secondary maxima on February 
26th at 11.15 p.m., and on the 28th at 
7.40 p.m. and 10 p.m.

THE GOLD STANDARD. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Mr. Colbert, Chairman of the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, is reported 
in your issue of the 4th February as having 
said that ‘‘the salient feature of the new 
currency régime in the Irish Free State, as 
established by the Currency Act of 1927, is 
adherence to that internationa) convention 
known as the Gold Standard.’’ Adherence to 
the Gold Standard was certainly one of the 

rofessed aims of the Banking Commission, 

ut it is open to question whether the pro- 

posals of that Commission, embodied in the 
Currency Act, ensure that degree of ad- 
herence which is necessary for currency 
stability. Nearly all European nations, most 
of the British Dominions and, of course, the 
United States have now adopted the Gold 
Standard, and have considered it necessary 
to acquire reserves of gold sufficient to ensure 
the maintenance of that standard. The 
Sdorstat is the exception. The Act provides 
that the legal tender note is convertible at 
the London agency of the Currency Commis- 
sion into its equivalent in British currency, 
but that convertibility depends upon the 
solvency of the Legal Tender Note Fund, and 
it is possible for that fund to prove in- 
adequate. Such a contingency is contem- 
plated in Section 47 of the Act, which pro- 
vides that any deficiency shall be made good 
ultimately by advances out of the Central 
Fund of the State. 

Some idea of the liability of the State may 
be gathered from Section 58 of the. Act, 
taken in conjunction with the Report of the 
Banking Commission. The section provides 
that the capital of the Legal Tender Note 
Fund shall be held in certain forms, including 
British Government securities, and it is 
evident that the capital is to be held mainly 
in such secufities. The currency system of 
the Sdorstat, therefore, demands primariy 
upon the market value of British Government 
securities. Consols stood at 79 in 1912, at 60 
in 1919, at 52 in 1920, and at 56 to-day. Do 
these figures suggest the degree of stability 
which is connoted by the term “the Gold 
Standard?” The salient and unique feature 
of the new currency is its dependence on 
British Government securities. A fall in the 
value of those securities affects the solvenc 
of the fund on which the currency is based. 
The political reactions of this dependence can 
be estimated by the politicians.—Yours, etc.,

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THE BANNED BOOK.

Sir,—In answer to the courteous letter of 
Dr. Jourdan, I beg to say that my designa- 
tion of Tyndale’s translation as ‘‘ gravely 
corrupt,” which has deeply offended him, 
was really a quotation, though I did not 
think it worth while to give it as such in mv 
letter. I will, however, give the quotation 
later on in this. The public burning of 
Tyndale’s translation cannot be rightly 
gauged without a knowledge of the historical 
circumstances that surrounded it. As Green 
says in his “ History of the English People ” 
(Vol. IL, pp. 127-6): “We can only fairly 
judge their action by viewing it in the light 
of the time. . +» Luther was steadily 
moving onward from the denial of one Chris- 
tian dogma to that of another; and what 
Luther still clung to his followers were ready 
to fling away. Meanwhile the religious 
excitement was kindling wild dreams of 
social revolution, and men stood aghast at 
the horrors of a peasant war which broke out 
in Germany. It was not, therefore, as a 
mere translation of the Bible that Tyndale’s 
work reached England. It came as part of 
the Lutheran movement, and it bore the 
Lutheran stamp in its version of ecclesiastical 
words—* Church ’—became: ‘ congregation ’ 
‘priest '—was changed into: ‘elder.’ We can 
hardly wonder that More denounced the book

WILD BIRDS. 


TO THE FDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

' BrRg— All honour to you for taking up the 
cause of the wild birds. If the public knew 
and realised the hideous cruelty of bird-lime, 
they could not be so callous as not to insist 
on the passing of Senator Brown's bill. Let 
me cite you a bitter experience of only a week 
ago. 

Just near here, on the Curragh, I saw a 
dog playing the game, as dogs do, of chasing 
a Bird on the wing. It is only a game, for 
they never catch a healthy bird. But I saw 
that this little bird was flying very low in 
rig-zag jerks, co I shouted at the dog just as 
he knocked it over, and, hearing me, made off. 

I ran and picked up the little dead thing— 
the most pitiful I have ever held in my hand. 
It was a robin, but just a skeleton in feathers 
—and such feathers—bent, twisted, clotted 
with lime, its wings glued so that it could 
not fly. But the most terrible were the 
eyes—closed, enormously swollen, seared and 
hlinded with lime. It was dying of thirst 
and starvation, blind, crippled and despair- 
ingly struggling when the dog’s paw merci- 
fully ended its agony. 

Why is all this suffering inflicted? To sell 
the few that survive the trapping to English 
traders who are not allowed to buy English 
birds. Some while ago a casual labourer 
for whom we used to send when extra labour 
was needed, refused to come, saying he made 
more in one day's trapping of dfinches 
from a Manchester dealer, who had a big 
foreign contract, than he could earn in a 
week's ordinary work. 

So one had to endure seeing him and his 

kind set out with their horrible outfit—caged 
bird, limed sticks and string—and one was 
powerless to interfere. A few times when [ 
saw the trap I went and sat beside it with 
a dog and frightened the birds away, but 
the trappers only moved further afield.

Then in the new 
and joyous Ireland that we are promised we 
may once again revel in the music and the 
beauty of our Irish birds, and our happiness 
will be the deeper for the knowledge that 
we have fought and won the battle against 
their enemies.— Yours, etc..

MISS LIDDELL’S LECTURE 
RECITAL. 


The first of the three lecture-recitals 
arranged for Miss Anne Liddell’s wisit to 
Dublin took place yesterday afternoon-in the 
Nightingale Hall, Clyde road, Dublin. There 
was a large audience, and the delightful 
programme of classical and folk songs chosen 
was listened to with great appreciation. 
Speaking of the need for appreciation and 
interpretation of song, Miss Liddell said: 
‘* As it is impossible to take in a picture by 
one brief glance, or to understand a poem by 
reading it quickly through, eo a song must 
be studied, to understand and appreciate it. 
Many people say they hate high-brow things; 
they want something with a tune in it. The 
reason is that they do not trouble to under- 
stand the songs that are worth hearing. There 
are songs by the greatest composers that ever 
lived, that are neither untunefal nor un- 
interesting. Singing is far the most personal 
side of music; it is a harmony of the two 
greatest mediums of expression given to man 
—melody and words. i 
The firet song was Handels ‘ Largv.” 
This, Miss Liddell explained, was really an 
aria from a comic opera called ‘‘Circe,’’ 
which Handel wrote in 1738, and the opera 1s 
one of the biggest mysteries of Handel's life. 
No one knows where he got the libretto, or 
why he euddenly launched out into broad 
farce, unless it was in an attempt to seek s 
success of the order of Gay's ‘* Beggars’ 
Opera,’ which was then very popular. The 
opera was not a success; but, after two 
centuries, the aria from it is better known 
and more frequently played than anything 
Handel has ever written. 

Miss [.icldell’s programme included songs 
hy Beethoven, Schubert, Brahms, John 
Ireland, Martin Shaw, 8S. Homer, Cleghorn 
Thomas, F. Keel, S. Gambogi, Malcolm 
Laweon, Hainilton Harty, Charles Wood, and 
Walford Davies. 

Mrs. Cecil Watson’s playing of the 
accompaniments was an important factor in 
the success of the recital.

CHECKING THE 
SPREAD OF INFLUENZA 


DUBLIN AUTHORITIES’ 
PRECAUTIONS. 


Following the suggestion of Dr. M. J. 
Russell, Medical Officer of Health for the 
Citv of Dublin, most of the Dublin elemen- 
tary schools have been closed to help to 
check the spread of influenza. Arrangements 
are being made to continue the distribution 
of free meals to the children. . 

Dr. Russell stated yesterday to an /rish 
Times representative that the number of 
deaths from influenza registered for the week 
ending February 2nd was thirteen, as com- 
pared with four for the preceding week, and 
one for the week before that. Of these 
thirteen deaths, five persons were over seventy 
years of age, one was sixty years of age, an‘ 
of the remainder al] were adults except one, 
a child of two years. 

Among the precautions being taken against 
the spread of the epidemic is the circularisa- 
tion by the Public Health Committee of the 
various places of entertainment in the city 
urging extra care in carrying out all sanitary 
regulations and the provision of adequate 
ventilation.

save Dublin. The Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners have invited the various port 
“authorities to a conference on the subject, 
to. be held in Cork on Thursday next. 
Galway has: declined the invitation, but 
it is understood that Limerick, Fenit, 
Tralee and Waterford will accept it. 

The Cork Harbour Commissioners’ 
action followed the refusal of the Great 
Southern Rajlways to give representation 
on the Contro] Board to ports which are 
vitally concerned in the export of agricul- 
tural preducts. The railways’ action has 
led to the belief throughout the South of 
Treland that a considerable amount of 
agricultural traffic will be diverted from 
Southern ports to Dublin, and hence the 
joint conference to frame a protest. 

“The interests of all the ports named are 
endangered by this scheme,” said Mr. 
Richard Wallace, Chairman of the Cork Har- 
bour Commissioners, to me to-day. The mem- 
bers of the Cork Harbour Board, he added, 
had no antipathy towards any other port, 
and were, in fact, only too anxious to agsist 
them in their difficulties. The matter should 
be a vital concern of every port authority. 
He hoped that the joint conference of pro- 
test would prove effective. 

WATERFORD TAKES ACTION. 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Tuesday. 

Much anxiety is felt at various ports in 
Southern Ireland in regard to the effect of the 
new Dublin Marketing Committee, set up 
some months ago at the ports.. Limerick, 
Cork and Waterford are of opinion that the 
operations of the Marketing Committee will 
have the effect of diverting traffic to Dublin 
Port from all other Southern Irish harbours. 
It has been openly stated at public meetings 
in Waterford that the majority of members 
of the Dublin Marketing Committee have 
quite candidly. admitted that they intended 
to make Dublin the principal outlet for all 
exports and imports from and into the Free 
State. 

It has been felt necessary to make a 
counter-move, and the gage has been first 
taken up by Waterford, whose ple feel 
that not alone is their trade in danger, but 
the prestige of their ancient port also. 

At a special meeting of the Waterford 
Harbour Commissioners to-day a deputation 
was appointed to interview the harbour 
authorities of Cork and Limerick with a view 
to initiating a concerted move by all ports 
outside Dublin, to secure adequate representa- 
tion on the Dublin Marketing Committee. If 
this is accomplished, it is expected that the 
rights and privileges of the provincial ports 
will be fully safeguarded for the present. 

GALWAY DECLINES. 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
GALWAY, Tuesday. 

The ‘talway Harbour Commissioners at 
their meeting to-day declined to accept the 
invitation of the Cork Harbour Board to a 
conference on. Thursday to consider the 
position arising out of the refusal of the 
Great Southern’ Railways Company to give 
representation to the southern ports on the 
Development Committee formed for the co- 
ordination of trathe. 

The Chairman (Mr. Martin McDonogh, 
T.D.) said that he did not see how they could 
compel these people to add to the Committee.

Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E., the Commis- 
sioner for Bray, attended at the Town Hall, 
Bray, terday, and was informed by Mr. 
M Town Clerk, that he had sent on 
the application for a loan of £5,000 for the 
erection of a pavilion on the Esplanade to 
the Minister for Local Government. So far 
no reply had been received. 

Lord Ardee wrote to the Commissioner, 
stating that he would be prepared to consent 
to the erection of the, pavilion on the 
Esplanade, on the understanding that the 
Commissioner would’ execute a deed indem- 
nifying him in respect of any action that 
might be taken against him with respect to 
the pavilion. . 

The Commissioner deprecated the rumours 
of opposition to the pavilion, on the grounds 
that it would cause: a possible increase of 
rates. The belief of the Amusements Com- 
mittee and himself was that the enterprise 
would ‘be self-supporting, or virtually so. 
The position selected on the Esplanade was 
virtually unused at present, one of its chief 
attractions being that, it would interfere very 
little with the Esplanade. The objection to 
closing the Esplanade would be removed by 
the erection of the pavilion, which would 
solve that ‘problem.

£382 AWARDED TO MEATH 
FARMER.

From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
NAVAN, Tuesday. 

At the Circuit Court here to-day, Judge 
Devitt awarded John Mullen, farmer, New- 
townvilla, near Duleek, £382 and £21 costs 
for the loss of sixteen cattle and depreciation 
of a number of other cattle, due to poisoning. 

John Mullen described how he and his 
brother James fed the animals on Sunday 
morning, 16th December. On the following 
morning they refused to take food, and as 
they became restless he summoned Mr. Don- 
nelly, veterinary surgeon. A heifer died on 
the Monday afternoon and fifteen others died 
afterwards. Seven other heifers were sick 
for four or five weeks, and four cows were 
sick for a week. 

Answering Mr. Moonan, barrister-at-law, 
who appeared for the Meath County Council, 
witness said that the turnips were pulped and 
shovelled from the pulper into baskets. They 
then spread the crushed oats across the 
turnips.

Mr. Dopnelly, veterinary surgeon, described 
what he saw when he arrived at the farm. 
He telephoned to Professor Craig,’ and’ they 
made a postemortem and sent the contents 
of the stomach to Mr. Fagan, public analyst, 
who confirmed his diagnosis of poison from 
arsenic. Up to the following Friday fifteen 
cattle had died. He valued the stafl-fed 
cattle at £22 10s. each, springer cow at 
£30, the yearling ealf at and dvs i 
ciation in the other cattle he estimated at 
ten shillings each per week. There was 
arsenic in sheep dip, but he saw no trace of 
— dip in the feeding troughs. Certain of 
the heifers had to get eggs, milk, gruel and 
linseed oil as antidotes for arsenic. 

A BIG DOSE. 
Professor James Craig, Ballsbridge, and 
Bernard Fagan, public analyst, also gave 
evidence. Mr, Fagan said that there was 
enough arsenic in the stomach to kill two 
beasts. 
Thomas Mullen, a brother of the applicant, 
said that there were sheep on the farm, 
but they were brought to a neighbour a mile 
away and dipped and then put on another 
farm and were never brought into the farm- 
yard or stails. 
James Mullen, another brother, said no 
dipping powder, weed-killer, or rat poison 
had been used on the farm. -Last February 
he had trouble about a boundary fence wit 
a man, and later, when cycling to Duleek, 
this man met him and struck him in the eye. 
Mr, D. J. O’Brien, veterinary surgeon. 
Navan, for the Meath County Council. said 
that he came to thee conclusion that the 
animals were suffering from arsenic poison, 
Arsenic was used in sheep dip.

EFFECTS ON CHILDREN. 
The effects of this familiarity with betting 
since the opening of the betting saloons, in 
his opinion, were as follows :—(1) An interest 
in all forms of gambling is aroused in the 
ii »pressionable youthful,mind to the more or 
less exclusion of all other interests, and 
especially study in preparation for the future ; 
(2) the impression is conveyed that money can 
be acquired without work or effort, with the 
result that habits of lazy thriftlessness are 
developing towards the creation of wastrels 
and spendthrifts ; (3) theft and dishonesty are 
often directly encouraged, because of the hope 
that the winner will enable recoupment to be 
made, and get rich quick at the same time; 
(4) the work of the Saorstat savings movement 
is naturally adversely affected, especially in 
city and town areas 

SUGGESTED MEASURES. 
He suggested that it be made illegal (1) 
for any person under 18 years to enter a 
betting premises or to make a bet; (2) to 
expose in windows of betting saloons, libraries, 
or in any place to which children under 18 
years of age have access, any lists relating 
to horse or other racing. He was of opinion 
that the smallest bet should be 2s. 6d., be- 
cause it would be more difficult to collect 
thirty penmies than, say, six or twelve. 
Mr. Qainn handed in for the inspection 
of the members samples of coupons which 
were sold in sealed envelopes at a penny 
each by juvenile organisers. The coupons 
bore on one side a football team. and on 
the other the name of a horse, the holder 
of the lucky coupon being entitled to .15s.

INSPIRED THE BREMEN’S

Accompanied by Captain Kohl and 
Colonel Fitzmaurice, of the Irish Free 
State Air Force, Baron von Huenefeld 
flew the Atlantic in a big Junkers mono- 
plane, the-Bremen, in April of last year. . 
The flight began on Thursday, April 12, 
from Baldonnel, and then it was not

fate of so many Atlantic pioneers, learned 
that they had crashed on the ice at 
Greenly Island, off the Labrador coast. 

The airmen were not hurt, and were 
rescued by Canadian airmen a few days 
later. Bad weather, it was subsequently 
revealed, had driven them 400 miles out 
o; their course.

IN BELFAST JAIL. 


ARRESTED ON THE

TRAIN COMEDY. 


HOW HE WAS FOUND 
BY THE POLIGE,

R. EAMON DE VALERA spent the 
night in Belfast Jail, Me been 
arrested last evening at Goraghwood, near 
Newry, the first station on the Ulster 
side of the border, for a old 
order probibiting his entry into Northern 
Treland. 

Accompanied by Mr. Frank Fahy, T.D., 
the Secretary of the Gaelic League, Mr. 
de Valera left Dublin by the 3 p.m. train 
to Belfast to open the second day’s pro- 
ceedings of the Gaelic Bazaar at St. 
Mary's Hall,. Belfast. . When the train 
reached Goraghwood Station, shortly after 
half-past four, Mr. de Valera was taken 
in charge by the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, and taken in a police car to 
Bessbrook Police Station. 

After a short detention there he set off, 
under escort, by motor for Belfast to 
Crumlin Road Jail. While waiting for 
the car be chatted with the police, but 
declined an offer of tea in Bessbrook 
Barracks. | 

It is understood that he will be charged 
at the Belfast Police Court this morning 
with infringing the exclusion order. 

This he had defied on two previous 
occasions. At a meeting of his supporters 
in the Round. Room, Rotunda, Dublin, on 
October 22nd, 1924, he declared that as he 
had been elected a member for County 
Down it was his intention to visit his 
constituents. Accordingly, he left for the 
North of Ireland two days later, and was 
arrested at Newry, and was put back over 
the border. 

Two days later he was arrested at 
Londonderry and brought to Belfast, 
where he was sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment in the second division. 

A little more than a year ago, when ke 
visited Armagh to attend the funeral of 
Cardinal O'Donnell, he was not interfered 
with in any way. 


HOW MR. DE VALERA 
WAS ARRESTED. 


GORAGHWOOD COMEDY, 


From Our Srectat CORRESPONDENT: 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


Mr. Eamon de Valera, leader of His 

Majesty's Opposition in the. Free State 
Parliament, was this afternoon taken: by 
two members of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary from the afternoon mail train in 
which he was travelling from Dublin to 
Northern Ireland, to open a Gaelic League 
Bazaar at Belfast to-night, and he now 
lies in Crumlin Road Jail, awaitiiz 
summary trial for a breach of the Civil 
Authorities ‘ Special Powers ”’ Act. 
The Fianna Fail leader is one of a 
number of persons against whom exclusion 
orders are operative in Northern Ireland, 
and I understand that before leaving 
Dublin he had intimation that there would 
be no relaxation of the order in his case, 
and that by attempting to enter the Six 
Counties he would render himself liable 
to a term of six months’ imprisonment. 


NO DRAMA. 


His apprehension at the frontier this 
evening was not a dramatic affair, nor was 
it without certain comic aspects. 

Tt had been expected that when the 
train in which the Republican leader was 
travelling reached Goraghwood Station a 
large force of police would be assembled 
on the platforms, and that Mr. de Valera 
would be removed, protesting, to a quiet 
part of the station premises to await the 
arrival of the down mail to Dublin, by 
which. it was supposed, he would be re- 
turned across the border. 

What actually happened was that when 
the train arrived in Goraghwood, two 
smiling policemen sauntered leisurely up 
the platform, inspecting the occupants of 
the first class compartments, attracted 
apparently by the excited behaviour of 
newspaper men who had travelled up in 
the same carriage as Mr. de Valera. 

The policemen finally entered the train, 
and proceeded towards the compartment 
occupied by the Republican leader, 
scanning the faces of occupants of other 
compartments as they passed. 


THE WRONG MAN. 


Tt was quite clear that neither of the 
policemen had seen Mr. de Valera before, 
and for several seconds they wandered 
irresolutely up and down the corridor of 
the carriage, mutely questioning the 
identity of different passengers. One 
awoke suddenly from a short nap to be 
asked if he were Mr. de Valera. 

The latter meanwhile was sitting quietly 
in his own compartment chatting with 
Mr. Frank Fahy and one or two clergy- 
men, while a Customs official was making 
a perfunctory examination of their 
luggage. 

Once or twice the two constables glanced 
into the compartment before finally they 
made up their minds that it held Mr. 
de Valera. 

As a fact, it was the chance remark of 
an English newspaper man that finally 
determined them, and, entering the com- 
partment. they appealed to the occupants 
in general, “ Are you Mr. de Valera?” 
Mr. de Valera promptly rose. and 
replied that he was the person they 
sought. 


NO WARRANT. 


“Do you know,” one of them addressed 


him, “that under the Civil Authorities 
(Special Powers) Bill you are excluded 
from Northern Ireland, and you must 
come with us.” 

Asked if he had any warrant, the 
constable replied that he had not, and 
Mr. de Valera then took his attaché case. 
and, followed by Mr. Fahy, accompanied 
two smiling policemen to the platform. 
He was taken immediately across the

NO POLITICS. 

“- He was invited out of the train,” pro- 
ceeded the Chairman, ‘‘ to see something, 
and he went into the station master's 
office and the train left without him at 
Goraghwood. (A Voice—‘‘ They are afraid 
of him.’’) I would like to remind any- 
one here who doés not understand the 
position that an occasion of this kind is 
not to be turned to a political issue. 

Mr. de Valera was invited 
here to open the bazaar, not because of 
his politics, but because he is a very dis- 
iinguished Irishman (applause) ; because 
he has ben a very strong supporter of 
the Irish revival and Irish language move- 
ment and of the Gaelic League. 

MR. COSGRAVE’'S SUCCESSOR. 

“ When we invited Mr. de Valera we had 
no fear but that he could appear on this 
or any other platform, and speak to any 
kind of audience without touching even 
the tenderest conscience of any official of 
the Northern Government. (Applause. ) 
We invited him, as I say, because he is a 
very distinguished Irishman: Chancellor 
of the National University, Leader of the 
Opposition in the Dail and the next Presi- 
dent of the Irish Free State. Our part 
in this transaction begins and ends with 
that simple statement of the position. It 
is not our business to keep other people 
right, and if they make blunders they 
cannot blame us for them.”’ en” 

MR. CAHIR HEALY DEPUTISES.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Standing Committee B,; of the House of 
Commons, met bh under the Chairman- 
ship .of Mr. A. Shortt, to consider a series oí 
amendments to the Northern Ireland Lana 
Bill, which received a second reading last 
year. 

In a memorandum attached to the bill it 
is explained that the Northern Ireland, Land 
Act of 1925 contemplated the completion of 
the process of land purchase thereunder by 
27th May, 1929. Owing to the number of 
holdings coming within the scope of the Act 
proving to be much greater than was antici- 

ted when the Act was passed, it has been 
ound impracticable to complete the process 
by that date. The present bill, therefore, 
proposes to allow the appointed day to be 
postponed generally, instead of to particular 
areas, as provided for in the 125 Act. . 

In order to one tenants whose holdings 
are not vested in the Land Purchase Com- 
mission by 27th May from ‘suffering ‘hard- 
ship in consequence of the mémient, it is 
proposed that where a holding is not vested 
in, the Commission ‘by that date, the tevant 
shall continue to pay his ‘vent to the. land- 
ord. in respect of th iod from.*the gale 


—— day 
next preceding the gale day actualy ap- 
pointed for the vesting of : his, holdin 
in the Commission. But when the hold- 
ing vests ín the Commission he should 
receive from the Commission a sum 
equal to the: amount—if any—by which 
the rent in respect of this period exceeds the 
amount of the purchase annuity in respect 
of the iie-petiod. The Land Purchase Com- 
mission are also required to pay to the 
Natidnal Debt Commissioners a sum equal to 
the Sinking Fund charge in respect of the 
period aforesaid, so that the period for the 
redemption of the purchase annuity may be 
the same as it would be if the holding vested 
in the Commission on 27th May, 1929, 

The provisions of Section 13 of the Act of 
1925, under which the tenant is excused the 
last half-year’s rent before the appointed day, 
and the landlord receives from the Commis- 
sion one-half the amount so remitted, will be 
left unaffected. It is estimated that the ex- 
penditure involved will not exceed £50,000. 

The Government of Northern Ireland have 
accepted the liability for this expenditure, 
and the bill has been drawn in consultation 
with them. No liability will ultimately be 
harne by the British Exchequer; but though 
the cost will ultimately fall on the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland, it will, in the first 
instance, have to be borne on the Land Pur- 
chase Commission (Northern Ireland) vote as 
expenses of the Commission, because land 
purchase is under the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920, a reserved service. ‘The amount so 
defrayed will be recovered by means of de- 
ductions from the Northern Ireland share of 
reserved taxes under the Act of 1920. 

THE AMENDMENTS. 

Most of the amendments on the Order 

Paper to-day were in the shape of new 
clauses, standing in the name of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir Vivian Henderson, Under Secve- 
tary, Home Office, who was in charge of the 
bill, At the outset, Sir Vivian explained 
that these améndments were ali the result of 
conferences that had taken place in Northern 
Ireland between the Jandlords and 
the tenants, or their representatives, 
and they represented. in their case 
what was an agreed settlement. 
He thought ‘that everyone was agreed 
that when a question of that kind, which 
had been outstanding for many years, had 
reached guch a stage, it was most desirsble 
in every way that it should be settled by 
agreement if possible, When such an oppor- 
tunity as this presented itself to settle such 
an important matter it was obviously to 
their advantage to endeavour to assist such a 
settlement. He hoped, therefore, that the 
Committee would appreciate that the amend- 
ments on the paper did not conceal any 
ulterior motive. They were simply the ex- 
pression of the agreement between all parties 
in Ireland, come to after the second reading 
of the bill. 
Clauses 1 and 2, dealing with the post- 
ponement of the appointed day and _ pro- 
visions. consequential thereon, were passed 
pro forma. | 

On Clause 4, power to confer on the vendor 
of holdings rights of access, etc., to land 
remaining vested in him, Sir Vivian Hender- 
son said that the clause as originally drafted 
dealt with the landlord’s right of access in 
cases where he had rights with regard to 
timber, drainage, and matters of that kind. 
As the clause was drawn, the Gevernment 
realised that those rights should be covered 
up to the time of the transfér of the holding, 
and the amendment’ on the paper would 
effect that. 

The amendments were agreed to, and 
Clause 3, as amended, was passed. 

The Committee then proceeded to the new 
clauses. 

On the first of these—claims by vendor to 
rights in respect of holdings vested in 
the Commission—Sir Vivian Bedderson said 


ments between landlords and tenants. Briefly 
speaking, it gave the landlord the right of 
cutting turf if he had established that right 
at the time of the passing of the 1925 Act. 
The new. clause was added to the bill. 


CASE OF. LEASEHOLDERS. 

The next clause was described by Sir 
Vivian Henderson as an extremely technical 
one—redemption of rents by leaseholders. The 
1925 Act, he said, did: not- apply to long 
leaseholds. Under the Act. of 1891 in cer- 
tain cases the Jandlord himself might be the 
individual who had taken advantage of cer- 
tain subsequent Acts, and become a sort of 
intermediate landlord. It was wee la if 
there were many such cases, but this*®lause 
made it possible for the sub-tenant to redeem 
the full lease if he so desired. 

The clause was added to the bill. 

Another new clause was that to enact 
“provisions as to tenants on certain pur- 


chased holdings.’’ This, again, said Sir 
Vivian, was the resalt of an agreement 
between landlords and tenants. The sub- 


tenants were suffering au. unfair advantage, 
because they could not get the benefits of the 
1925 Act, and the new clause was framed for 
the purpose of removing that disability. 

This clause also was passed without dis- 
cussion. 

The last of the new clauses was that for 
the ‘“‘determination of tenancies in holdings 
excluded on account of building value.’’ This 
again, said Sir Vivian, was the result of an 
agreement, and it dealt with a matter of 
some dispute. The clause had been framed 
to meet the case of tenants who were ex- 
cluded from the 1925 Act, but whose land 
was subsequently taken by the landlord for 


the purposes of building. The Com- 
mittee would see that the tenant would 
obtain substantial compensation, words 


being adopted to clear up any ambiguity. 
There were several amendments on the 

per to this clause, in the names of Mr. 
Crawfurd (Walthamstow) and of Mr. Tomlin- 
son (Lancaster). 

Sir Vivian Menderson said that if they 

were to accept the amendments, the whole 
question would be again in the melting pot, 
and there would be no possibility of getting 
the bill through before 27th May next. He 
would be prepared between this and the 
report stage to see the hon. member who had 
proposed the amendments, to see if there was 
anything that could be ‘adjusted.

MR. BRANDRETH PROTESTS 
HIS INNOCENCE.

Charles Albert Brandreth the managing 
director of the Ner-Sag Company, who was 
arrested in London on Monday night, was 
charged at the Marlborough street Police 
Court yesterday with the conversion of over 
£43,000 belonging to the company. His. age 
was given as 60, and his address as St. 
George's terrace, Regent's Park road, London. 

The charge, winch was heard by Mr. 
Cancellor,. was:—' That on November 26th, 
at Paris House, Oxford street, you, then bein 
a director of a public compeny — er Sake Ltd. 
—unlawfully and fraudulently did: take and 
apply te r own-hse and benefit the sum of 
£43,087 Qs., the property of the said com- 
pany.”

Detective-Inspector Bradley 
stated that at 10.15 on Monday night, accom- 
panied by other officers, he went to 11 St. 
George's terrate, Regent’s Park road. 

‘‘In the front room on the ground floor I 


saw the ‘accused,’ he said, ‘‘I told him I 
was a ice officer, and asked: “Are you 
Mr. J. G. Bell?’ He replied: ‘ Yes; for why? 


I said: ‘I have reason to believe that your 
correct name is Charles Albert Brandreth.’ 
He hesitated for a few seconds and then said: 
‘Yes; that is right. I will give you no 
trouble.’ I then cautioned him and read the 
warrant over to him, and he replied: ‘1 have

I took 
possession of £824 in one pound Treasury 
notes, a nightdress case, and an otter 
skin motor rug, a quantity of newspapers, 
books and memoranda, also a Buick motor 
car’’ Mr. Brandreth was taken to the police 
station, and when the warrant was read to 
him he said: “I did not do anything of the 
kind.” 

ACCUSED MAN'S STATEMENT. . 

The mugistrate read the statement, which 
was as follows :—The absolutely true position. 
Iliness alone prevents my appearance. Apart 
from my original complaint, which specialists 
had been treating, Í am eyo. from a bad 
attack of ‘flu. It would be suicidal to go out 
of doors until this has passed. There is 
absolutely nothing wrong with the accounts. 
and no fraud or intention or attempt at 
fraud for many obvious reasons. One is that 
Ner-Sag, Lid., holds £51,900 10s. of my own 
money, and Ner-Sag O.8., Lid., holds £61,000 
of my money. I have not left London at all, 
and do not intendt to do so. Mr. Read has 
been wrongly informed, or he would not 
have granted the warrant against me.”’ 

Questioned by Mr, Frampton, Inspector 
Bradley said that he did not ascertain 
whether Brandreth had been suffering from 
influenza. He (the inspector) took possession 
of a quantity of memoranda and documents, 

In addition to the money you said you took 
from the house, did you take some money 
from the handbag of his wife?—Yes. 

Was that a sum of £62?—Yes. 

Have you any objection tc that being 
handed to the wife?—I leave that to the 
prosecuting solicitors 

REMANDED IN CUSTODY. 
Mr. Frampton, asking for bail, said that 
there had been no aitempt to go away. Mr. 
Brandreth was living in his own house, and 
the Court had his statement which had been 
handed to the inspector. He had been kept 
in the house by reason of the attack of 
influenza. 
Mr. Cancellor—I am not prepared to grant 
bail at this stage of the proceedings. 

Mr. Cancellor also refused to make an order 
for the £62 taken from Mrs. Brandreth's 
handbag to be restored to her. 

Brasteeth was remanded until Saturday. 


FORFEITS AT RACE 
MEETINGS. 


MR. EDGAR WALLACE 
TO PAY.

In London yesterday judgment was given 
by the Court of Appeal, consisting of the 
Master of the Rolls and Lords Justices 
Lawrence and Russell, in the friendly action 
brought to obtain a decision on the question 
whether a forfeit incurred by the owner of 
a racehorse was a debt recoverable at law 
by the Jockey Club. 

The appeal was by the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club and Messrs. Weatherby and 
Sons from a decision of Mr. Justice Clauson 
dismissing an action against Mr. Edgar 
Wallace, the author and sportsman, to re- 
cover a sum of £4 in respect of horses entered 
for the Peel Handicap and the Long Course 
Selling Plate at the Newmarket Spring 
ineeting. 

The horses did not run, and Mr. Wallace 
pleaded the Gaming Act in order to enable 
the Jockey Club to. secure a decision on the 
question of law. 
The decision was desired by the Stewards 
in order to see if they could alter the Rules 
of Racing so as to enable horses to run in 
events for which they had been entered 
despite the death of the owner. 
Hitherto the Stewards have acted on the 
assumption that forfeits and penalties are not 
recoverable at law, and on the death of the 
owner such horses have been debarred from 
running in events for which they were 
nominated by that owner. 
Recently the death of owners of horses 
engaged in ‘‘classic’’ races has led to a 
reconsideration of the matter, and the Jockey 
Club desired to alter the Rule of Racing 
if they could do so without running the 
risk of losing money that became payable 
in respect of such events. 

A TEST ACTION. 
The Master of the Rolls, giving judgment, 
said that this was a test action, brought to 
decide whether forfeits could be recovered 
in an action at law. The Jockey Club 
sought to establish legal liability to pay £2 
made forfeitable in one race and £2 in respect 
of the nomination for a second. It was not 
contested that by nomination a contract was 
made to the Jockey Club. Mr. Justice Clauson 
went too far when he said that the contract 
was that the Jockey Club agreed to pay Mr. 
Wallace £200 if his horse won. The Jockey 
Club lost £200 in any event. The Club pro- 
vided for th» holding of the races. Mr. Edgar 
Wallace had the opportunity of running his 
horses. 
In one race he had the chance among 
fourteen others of winning the prize. In 
the second he had the chance among nine 
others of winning the prize. Horse racing, 
in spite of restrictions placed upon it from 
time to time, was still a lawiul pastime. 
There was a distinction between an ordinary 
race and a match between two horses. 
The substance of the matter had to be re- 
garded. If there were no other purpose in 
the contract than that of gaming or wager- 
ing it was void. The essence of gaming 
and wagering was that one party was to win 
and another was to lose a certain sum upon 
a future event which at the time of the con- 
tract wasuneertain in.itsnature. In the 
case of these races the Jockey Club paid 
away the prise money if the race wére run 
at all, and that did not depend upon the 
issue of a future event as between the Club

| FATAL RIOTING 
IN COLOMBO. 


POLICE FIRE ON 
CROWD. - 
FLERCE FIGHTING IN 
THE STREETS,

COLOMBO, Tuesday. 

After a number, of clashes between police 
and members of the Ceylon Labour Union, 
arising indirectly out of the tramway strike, 
the crowds in Colombo got completely out of 
hand this evening and made a determined 
attempt to set fire to the police headquarters. 
The Fire Brigade was summoned and two 
engines were dispatched, the first of which 
was held up by the crowd and partly de- 
stroyed by fire immediately outside the 
Central Railway Station. 
The firemen and police were bombarded 
with stones, and several were taken to 
hospital seriously injured. Police baton 
charges failed to disperse the crowd, and 
help was summoned from other stations, 
Eventually the police magistrate read the 
Riot Act. The crowd still refused to dis- 
perse, and the police were ordered to open 
fre 
Fire was opened in two directiong in the 
main street opposite the police headquarters. 
It is believed that four people and, possibly, 
more, were killed, and others may have been 


wounded. 
INNOCENT DEAD. 

The known dead include a prominent 
Culombo lawyer, Mr. Lionel Goodewardene, a 
teacher ai, the Zahira College, and a Mahome- 
dan clerk employed in the Fort Store. These 
men are believed only to have been on- 
icokers. 

Uwing to the stone-throwing yesterday from 
the yard of the railway workshops. a police 
detachment had been stationed inside to-day. 
Stone-throwing again occurred during the 
luncheon interval. Two arrests were made, 
but. the men were released on bail to pacify 
the crowd. 

When the men in the railway workshop 
left at 5.50 this evening many of the police 
engaged on special strike duty were recalled 
to headquarters, as it was thought that there 
would be no further trouble. These police 
were then dismissed and sent off duty one by 
one They were met by a fusilade of stones 
at. almost, every street corner, and many re- 
turned to headquarters. 
| POLICE BUILDINGS FIRED. 

A police detachment sent out to arrest men 
who had badly assaulted two constables a 
quarter of a mile from headquarterg brought 
buck two prisoners. The crowd thereupon 
besieged the station, and demanded the re- 
lease of these men also on bail. The police 
refused. 

The crowd began to get dangerous, and 
dried palm leaves covering a wall under re- 
pair were set on fire and thrown into the 
ofhee of the Registrar and into the Records 
Office, both of which are within the grounds 
of the police headquarters. Both buildings 
were partly burned out. 

The crowd next set fire to a small munici- 
pal store with petrol stolen from cars stand- 
ing outside the theatre. The wires connecting 
the police headquarters with the electric 
1uains were fused, and the whole block of 
buildings was plunged into darkness. Some 
telephone wires were also cut. 

Both Mr. Gunesinha, the President of the 
labour Union, and his first lieutenant, Mr. 
Vickrasmha, are now co-operating with the 
police to prevent further trouble. _Unfortu- 
nately, Mr. Gunesinha this afternoon made a 
somewhat inflammatory speech criticising the 
conduct of the police when he was address- 
ing a large gathering of strikers and work- 
men outside the Labour Union headquarters. 
How far this was responsible for the subse- 
quent happenings is not known, but the 
speech certainly had an unfortunate influence 
ca the crowd in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Gunesinha appealed to his hearers to avoid 
any clash with the authorities. 

the situation is now thoroughly in hand. 

STRIKE SETTLED PRO-TEM. 

At this morning’s conference a settlement 
of the tramway strike and boycott was 
reached, but the company decided not to run 
trams to-day in view of the known temper 
of the crowd, 

The local agents of the Tramway Company 
agreed to telegraph to the directors in Lon- 
don asking whether they were willing to sub- 
mit the question of wages to arbitration and 
whether they are willing to waive the super- 
annuation benefit forfeiture clause in favour 
of the strikers. 

If the directors do not agree the strike and 
boycott will probably be resumed on Febru- 
ary 18th.

The grey dawn of morning was breaking 
over the Lough hills, on the opposite side of 
Carlingford ugh, when it was suggested 
that the Town Solicitor (Mr. William John- 
son, C.BE.) should be asked for his legal 
opinion on the impasse. The opinion was 
telephoned to the Town Clerk (who was also 
to remain on duty), but it proved ineffectual 
in removing the deadlock. Weary yawns and 
early morning shivers after fourteen hours’ 
sitting failed to shake the morale of either 
side, and at 9 o’clock breakfast was served, 
followed by a wash-up. 

The arrival of the morning papers came as 
a welcome relief to the Spartan Councillors, 
shut off from,the outside world.

EARLY DISASTER FOR ENGLAND. 

An early disaster befel England when they 
began their second innings on a fast wicket 
with Hobbs and Sutcliffe. A’Beckett, the 
young Victorian right-hand medium bowler, 
sent down the first over, and off his fourth ball 
Hobbs fell to a splendid catch taken on the

The fielding was very smart, Jackson at mid- 
off distinguishing himself by brilliantly stop- 
ping two terrific drives from Hammond. 
endry came on again at 40 for Oxenham, 
but nothing happened. and the players ad- 
journed for lunch with the total at 42 for 
two, by which time both batsmen had just 
reached double figures.

BATSMEN TAKE NO RISKS. 

It was a stern battle, neither batsman 
taking any risk in their gallant effort to 
retrieve a bad start. A glorious off-drive by 
Hammond hoisted the 100 as the result of a 
minute under two hours’ play, and five 
minutes later Hammond with a late cut for 3 
a his half-century. Jardine, after 
reaching 3, received only three balls in 
seven overs, his score remaining on the 32 
mark for half an hour.
